Business partners put revamped Regis sainsbury’s 

r r r » store to get 

on the market with a £900,000 price tag big facelift 


A CELEBRATED music venue in Old Hill is up 
for sale with a £900,000 price tag. 

The Regis, famed for its live music nights during 
the Swinging Sixties, has been put on the market by 
owners Tony Billingham and Carole Jenkins. 

The business partners saved the building in 2008, 
buying it at auction from Sandwell Council for 
£500,000. 

It was given a £250,000 refit and has since hosted 
dinners, business meetings, conferences, wedding 
receptions and live music events. 

Design architect Terry Glazebrook, who has 
carried out luxury holiday home projects for the 
stars, including comedian Jasper Carrott and golfer 
Ian Woosnam, created a 1930 Art Deco theme 
throughout the building. 

At the time of the official opening former chief 
executive of the Black Country Chamber Ian Brough 
said the Regis represented “the true entrepreneurial

spirit of the region.” Mr Brough, now director of 
external affairs with Richardsons Capital LLP in 
Oldbury, added: “The quality of the conference facil¬ 


ities which have been created have long been much 
needed in the area.” 

Known for its glory years as the former Regis Hall 
it saw 60s band The Drifters and Edwin Starr take 
the stage. It was also a popular rock’n’roll dance hall 
before becoming key in keeping the Northern Soul 
scene buzzing in the West Midlands. 

Under its new owners The Regis played host to 
Cockney musicians Chas ’n’ Dave and international 
jazz trumpeter Digby Fairweather as well as local 
bands and performers. 

Mr Billingham would not comment on the sale. 
The Regis is being sold by the Birmingham office of 
Christie + Co. 

Spokesman Paul Reilly said that the sale was a 
great opportunity for someone looking to take on an 
entertainment venue. Sandwell Council used to use 
the building as a day centre before controvertially 
pulling the service out of the building in January. 



SAINSBURY’S supermarket in 
Rowley Regis is to undergo a 
radical revamp that will include a 
new restaurant. 

The store has permission to 
install a new restaurant on a 
newly-created mezzanine floor to 
replace the existing ground floor 
facility.

BECOME A CITY 


C IVIC and business leaders across the 
Black Country have declared their 
support for Dudley’s bid to become a 

city. 

Dudley, currently officially known as a metro¬ 
politan borough, hopes to achieve city status in 
honour of the Queen’s Jubilee next year. 

The announcement last week saw Dudley’s bid 
installed in the bookies’ tables with odds of success 
standing at 20/1. Reading is currently the favourite, 
with odds of 8/1 - but Dudley Council bosses said they 
were “confident” their bid stood a good chance. 

“Our history and heritage dates back millions of 
years with a geological make-up which laid the founda¬ 
tions for us being at the heart of the industrial revolu¬ 
tion,” said newly-elected council leader Councillor Les 
Jones. 

Regeneration 

“In addition to Dudley town centre we have Stour¬ 
bridge, with its fantastic glass making heritage, the 
recently regenerated Halesowen and of course, Brierley 
Hill which is the focus of long-term regeneration plans 
and home to a superb retail offer in the form of Merry 
Hill. 

“There is a great sense of pride with people who live 
in Dudley and I believe they deserve us to at least try 
and promote the area whenever we can.” 

Newly elected mayor of neighbouring Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Bert Turner, added: “Another city can only be good 
for the Black Country.” 

Past president of both Black Country and Dudley 
Chambers of Commerce Peter Mathews said: “It’s great 
news and we wish Les and the council luck in their bid.”

The court heard that Glear

Mr David Truelove, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “The dog was 


obviously in a lot of pain and 
had substantial injuries.” 

As it was not chipped, the 
dog’s original owners could 
not be traced. 

Glear, of Hall Church 
Road, Dudley had drunk 
eight cans of “super¬ 
strength” lager and was 
“totally incoherent” when he 
was arrested at about 7pm, 
Mr Truelove added. 

The unemployed father-of- 
one claimed that he had been 
given the dog by a stranger 
20 minutes earlier. 

Miss Sabhia Pathan, 
defending, said Glear had 
seen two men with injured 
dogs in Hall Street and 
wanted to give the animal as 


a present to his two-year-old 
daughter. 

“He admits in hindsight 
that they were trying to get 
rid of them as they had likely 
been in an organised fight,” 
she said. 

Glear last week pleaded 
guilty to causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to a protected 
animal and being drunk and 
disorderly and two counts of 
assaulting a police officer. 

He was banned from 
keeping dogs for two years, 
given a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order and told to com¬ 
plete 50 hours of unpaid 
work. 

He must also pay £160 
costs.

PUPILS past and present came 
together to mark the 150th anniver¬ 
sary of a Black Country primary 
school.

Another former teacher attending was 
Pat Roberts, 68, of Wombrook Dale, Worn- 
bourne, who taught there from 1973 to 
1997. 

“I’ve really enjoyed meeting some of my 
former pupils again.” Former pupil Leslie 
Partridge, now 83, grew up in nearby 


Keelinge Street, Tipton, and started at St 
Martin’s in 1931. 

Mr Partridge, now of Acacia Drive, 
Coseley, said: “The building is totally dif¬ 
ferent from in my day. But I loved playing 
football and all the sports and we used to 
keep an allotment at the back. I remem¬ 
ber planting the vegetables.” 

The recent fun day, which featured mini 
rides, donkeys, Punch and Judy, stalls 
and presentations by current pupils, was 
sponsored by South Tipton Extended 
Partnership and the council’s local area 
team. 

Head Sarah Bott said: “It’s been great, 
fabulous weather and everyone has 
turned up. It shows what a fantastic com¬ 
munity Tipton is.” 

St Martin’s suffered a major blaze in 
1985 when arsonists set fire to it, causing 
the roof to collapse. 

Other events to mark the milestone 
have included pupils working with an 
artist to to create window-style pictures 
to depict the story of St Martin, a Victo¬ 
rian week and a reunion of former staff. 



Traders’ 
petition

The work is being carried 
out by National Grid, South 
Staffordshire Water, Virgin 
Media, Severn Trent Water 
and Central Networks, co¬ 
ordinated by Dudley 
Council. 

The council’s director of 
the urban environment 
John Millar said: “It should 
be noted that the majority of 
the works relate to minor 
roads on the edge of town as 
opposed to key routes and 
this co-ordinated approach 
will ensure the works take 
no longer than needed.”

Deaf charity imposter flees 
after challenge by traders 


Spot-check 
on smoking 


BOGUS charity callers pretend¬ 
ing to be collecting for the deaf 
have struck for the second time at 
Blackheath market. 

A man believed to be Asian walked 
up to passers-by and business owners 
pointing at a green clipboard and inti¬ 
mating he was deaf - but fled when 
challenged. 

Traders believe he got away with 
donations from trusting shoppers but 
ran away from the market after 
traders asked him for identification. 

It is the second time cheats have hit 
the market trying the same fraud after 
a man and a woman, thought to be 
Eastern European, were caught trying 
to scrounge from shoppers last 
November. Sandwell Councillor Mary 
Docker, who runs the Moonbeam Tex¬ 


tiles stall at the market, said: “An 
Asian man, who was smartly dressed 
in a suit and carrying a distinctive 
green clipboard, pretended to be deaf 
and pointed at a sheet of paper which 
had several signatures and monies 
donated for a deaf charity. 

“I challenged him and asked him 
what he was doing. 

Police 

“He looked gobsmacked and I 
repeated my question — at which point 
he muttered something and turned to 
leave the market. 

“I called to another trader for assis¬ 
tance to stop him and to get his clip¬ 
board off him but he legged it. 
Unfortunately, we couldn’t catch and 
detain him and he disappeared 
rapidly.” 


Sue Fullwood, who has run the stall 
Scribbles of Blackheath for the past 
four years, said: “We’ve had scams like 
this before. 

“These people make it harder for 
anyone raising for genuine charities.” 

Councillor Docker said the man was 
captured on CCTV, which has been 
handed to police. The man was 
described as 5ft 8in tall, of stocky 
build, with a shaven head. 

Councillor Docker said that extra 
pressure had been put on traders to 
tackle fraudsters themselves since 
£40,000 funding was cut from 
Sandwell Traders Association, forcing 
it to disband. The association had 
aimed to reduce crime through their 
retail crime initiative, which linked 
businesses via radio to make reporting 
crime easier. 


ALMOST 1,500 inspec¬ 
tions to check that busi¬ 
nesses in Dudley have 
not been flouting no¬ 
smoking laws have been 
carried out over the last 
year. 

New figures show that 
the council’s health and 
safety service carried out 
1,414 smoke free inspec¬ 
tions between April 2010 
and April 2011 with 97.9 
per cent of premises found 
to be adhering to the 
smoking ban. 

In total, 18 written warn¬ 
ings were issued in relation 
to smoking complaints, and 
three fixed-penalty notices 


were also served. The 
figures were contained 
within Dudley Council’s 
health and safety plan for 
2011 and 2012 which also 
states the key achieve¬ 
ments of the health and 
safety enforcement service 
over the course of the last 
year. 

The service operates a 
programme of inspections 
of premises, investigates 
reportable injuries, work¬ 
place diseases and danger¬ 
ous incidents. 

It shows that across the 
service, 468 health and 
safety inspections were 
carried out while 235 acci¬ 
dent reports were received. 


Chip shop bosses hit at 
scheme for empty pub 


FISH and chip shop owners are 
battering plans to launch a rival 
business at a Black Country pub. 
New owners want to turn the Vine 
Inn in Wordsley — formerly Mad 
O’Rourke’s Bar and Grill - into a 
fish and chip shop and restaurant. 

But four chippies have objected and 
are collecting customers’ names on a 
petition. Mad O’Rourke’s Bar and 
Grill, next to the 16 Locks conserva¬ 
tion area and opposite Wordsley’s 
glass cone, in Camp Hill, closed last 
June when the company which owned 
it went into administration. 

It reopened soon afterwards as The Vine, 
and a number of temporary owners took the 
helm. The building has been taken over by 


Spiros Bojouri, who is applying to Dudley 
Council for approval to turn it into a 
Goodies Fish and Chip restaurant and 
takeaway, creating up to 30 new jobs. 

Mr Bojouri opened his first Goodies 
restaurant in the former Four Furnaces 
pub in Pensnett High Street last year, and 
the Camp Hill branch would be the second. 

Congestion 

But the owners of Brettell Lane Chippy 
in nearby Amblecote, Wordsley Chippy in 
High Street, Wordsley Wollaston Fish Bar 
in Bridgnorth Road, Wollaston, and Amble¬ 
cote Fish Bar, in Collis Street, have sent 
letters to the council objecting. 

Mrs Jess Clair, owner of Amblecote Fish 
Bar, saidt here were already too many fish 
and chip shops and hot food takeaways in 
the area. 

“A fish and chip shop and restaurant at 
The Vine would add to 
traffic congestion - and 
there are already accidents 
on the road near there every 
week,” she said. 

Mr Gurnam Dhadwall, of 
Brettell Lane Chippy, said: 

“The extraction smells 
would also cause distur¬ 
bance around the area,” he 
added. 

The shops are collecting 
sitgnatures from customers 
to support their objections, 
and Mrs Clair said her peti¬ 
tion already had more than 
100 names. 

Mr Bojouri, responding to 
the critics, said: “Competi¬ 
tion is good for customers 
because it gives them 
choice - and it’s up to busi¬ 
nesses to keep their quality 
high. 

“The more competition 
there is, the better the food 
for customers. Our plans 
include plenty of parking 
and there should be no more 
traffic created than there 
was when the premises were 
a restaurant before. 1

DUDLEY families are 
being warned to be on 
their guard against rogue 
traders that might try to 
cash in on the switchover 
to digital TV. 

Most of Dudley will be 
switching from analogue TV 
in September. 

This is when the Sutton 
Coldfield and Bromsgrove 
transmitters go digital. 

But the council wants 
Dudley’s 124,000 household¬ 
ers to beware of scams 
carried out against viewers 
in other areas. 

Residents with Freeview, 
cable or satellite TV need 
take no action. But anyone 
still using the analogue 
signal will need to use a 
digital set top box from Sep¬ 
tember to enable their TV to 
receive a signal. 

Victim 

Anyone advised to pur¬ 
chase a digital aerial should 
beware as there is no such 
thing say council chiefs - and 
most existing aerials are 
adequate to receive the 
digital signal. 

Less than 10 per cent of 
viewers will need to upgrade 
to a better quality aerial. 

Councillor David Stanley, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: “We 
want to ensure that all 
borough residents are safe 
from bogus callers and 
unscrupulous dealers who 
want to cash in on the digital 
switchover.”

Outdated 

The firm was also one of six 
bidding for the contract to rebuild 
Grand Pier at Western Super 
Mare, following the devastating 
fire in 2008. 

Park publicity officer Wendy 
Jackson said work on the 150-bed 
hotel and water park plans was 


still at an early stage. Wyre Forest 
District Council’s cabinet member 
for regeneration, Councillor 
Stephen Clee said the project 
would help boost tourism in the 
area by making it more attractive 
to visitors.The park opened in 
1973 and covers 200 acres, includ¬ 
ing the 100-acre drive through 
safari. It attracts more than 
600,000 visitors every year. 

New exhibits have been opened 
in recent months including a 
replica £300,000 African village. 
Around £80,000 is being invested 
in an African-themed coffee bar, 
children’s play area and picnic 
tent, replacing the outdated Cine- 
dome. 


£60,000 benefit cheat 
spared prison sentence 


A FATHER of three from Halesowen who pocketed up to £60,000 in a 
benefits scam after a gardening accident sent his life downhill has been 
spared an immediate jail term. 

Robert Young, aged 54, from Howley Grange Road, turned to drink when the 
accident in which he lost fingers on his left hand cost him his job, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

He also claimed income support without disclosing that his wife Nicola was working, 
said prosecutor Miss Laura Hobson. 

Young got away with the con for 10 years, collecting at least £45,332 in overpaid bene¬ 
fits before it was uncovered, although the actual figure was close to £60,000, the court 
heard. His marriage has now hit the rocks and he is in danger of losing his home while 
fighting cancer, it was alleged. Young started claiming income support in July 1997 for 
his wife and himself on the grounds that he was unable to work through ill health and 

had no other source of earn¬ 
ings. 

He failed to notify officials 
when she got a job with a 
market research firm six 
months later and was soon 
earning too much money for 
them to continue receiving 
the same level of state hand¬ 
outs, said Miss Hobson. 

When the con was discov¬ 
ered after a tip-off, Young 
told investigators: “I did 
what I thought was best for 
my family.”

£662,000 is 
raised from 
land sales 


PLOTS of land owned by a Black 
Country council has been bought for 
£662,000 at auction as it battles to 
save cash by selling assests. 

The former Timbertree Nursery, 
Graingers Lane, Cradley Heath, fetched 
£160,000, while compounds at Purdy Road, 
Tipton went for £100,000. 

Also included in the auction were a prop¬ 
erty at 77, Alexandra Road, Tipton, which 
sold for £96,000, and 47 and 48, Park Lane 
East, Tipton, which went for £76,000. 

Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell Council’s 
jobs and economy boss, said the sale came 


as the council re-evaluated its property 
portfolio to save cash and frontline services. 

He added: “I’m very encouraged by the 
result of this auction, which has seen all but 
one lot sold, at good prices. I think we have 
got a great deal for the residents of 
Sandwell and it shows there is real faith in 
the borough’s development potential and 
the local economy. 

“The auction is part of our disposal pro¬ 
gramme to bring empty or under-used land 
and buildigns back into use.” 

Auctioneers also sold land between 50 
and 53b, Leabrook Road, Wednesbury, for 
£70,000 and another patch of land adjacent 
to School Street and St 
Lukes Street, Cradley 
Heath, for £38,000. 

Plots of land adjacent to 
Ebenezer Street, West 
Bromwich, and 52, Anson 
Road, West Bromwich, sold 
for £38,000 and £10,000 
respectively. Land at the 
north and south side of 
Perry Street , Wednesbury, 
raised in £25,000 and 
£18,000 respectively while a 
plot at Heronville Drive, 
Harvills Hawthorn was sold 
for £10,000. 

The one lot which failed to 
sell was land at Dudley 
Road, Rowley Regis, where 
the reserve price was not 
met. 

The council is trying to 
save £75 million by 2015 
and is selling off land and 
buildings across the 
borough to bring in extra 
cash. 

In total, the portfolio is 
worth about £4 million. 


Developer seeks 
a fresh challenge 


THE developer appointed to 
erect a £15 million Hilton 
hotel on a rundown gateway 
to Wolverhampton city 
centre is appealing for 
“opportunities throughout 
the UK” on its website. 

Stourbridge-based Cord- 
well Property Group is 
involved in plans to demol¬ 
ish the Fox Hotel, off the 
busy Penn Road island, and 
replace it with a 133- 
bedroom, seven-storey 
Hilton. 

The scheme was due to 
get under way in February 
but has stalled and now 
Cordwell wants new proj¬ 
ects. 

A statement published on 


the Cordwell website reads: 
“Our current requirements 
include hotel sites, leisure, 
retail, car parks, offices and 
student housing.” 

The firm is due to start 
work on a 60-bed Trav- 
elodge in Eastleigh, Hamp¬ 
shire, next month. 

Hilton Worldwide is 
interested in building one of 
its discount Hampton by 
Hilton chain hotels on the 
Fox Hotel site. Talks 
between Hilton, Cordwell 
and Wolverhampton City 
Council are continuing. 

Planning permission to 
replace the 33-bedroom Fox 
Hotel was granted by the 
council in November.

THEY spent years as care workers, 
but two women are now toasting 
success after launching a new career 
cashing in on the boom in brew-your- 
own beers. 

Sue Rowley and Debbie Williams say 
they have been inundated with interest 
since opening their new home brew stall, 
called Bucket and Barrel at Brierley Hill’s 
Concord indoor market.

THE first show home at a £37 million 
housing development being built on 
the site of Dudley’s former north 
Priory estate will open soon. Keep- 
moat Homes is building 37 of the first 
100 properties to go up on the site. 

It was revealed last week that the finish¬ 
ing touches were now being put on the 
showhome. 

Work on the £llm first phase of the 314- 
home project started last year after a 
£5.5m grant from the Homes and Commu¬ 
nity Agency. 

Another developer, Bromford, is build¬ 
ing 63 affordable homes, 56 of them for 
rent and seven for first-time buyers on 
lower incomes. 

Dudley Council spokeswoman Vikki 
Marshall said the developers were finalis¬ 
ing details and the showhome would be 
open within days. 

“We are hoping to get confirmation of 
when that date is very soon,” she added. 

It has been confirmed that street names 
around the estate — renamed as Friars 
Gate — will be inspired by the Priory of St 
James’s which was founded in the area in 
the middle of the 12th century. 

Street names include Bradfield Way, 
after the Church of Bradfield which was 
bestowed to the priory, Webley Grove after 
John Webley who was the Prior of Dudley 
between 1535 and 1539 and Shrewsbury 
Place, after the Prior in 1539-40, Thomas 
Shrewsbury. 

Hackett Drive is in honour of the Chapel 
of Cofton Hackett which was given to the 
priory. 

Six properties will be ready for sale in 
late spring. The first rented properties will 
be available by summer. 

All properties in the first phase of the 
development will be completed by summer.

NEW charges for community 
groups renting rooms outside 
normal opening hours at Dudley 
libraries have been brought in. 

The council says the money will 
help cover the cost of employing 
workers to staff the buildings at 
these times. 

As well as the normal rent fees, an 
additional £9 is now charged when a 
room is used after the library has 
closed up to 8pm and £12 for hours 
after 8pm. Groups who regularly rent 
the rooms have been informed about 
the charges and given the chance to 
move their sessions within normal 
opening hours. 

Assistant director for libraries 
Kate Millin said: “These charges 
simply contribute towards covering 
the costs of staffing the libraries for 
extended hours when the libraries 
are closed to the public. 

“It should be noted that before the 
tariffs were agreed, all users were 
offered the chance to move their 
bookings to times when the libraries 
are open, when hire charges are 
lower.” 

Standardising 

It comes after the fee for renting a 
room at Dudley Library was 
increased by more than a third to 
bring the charge into line with other 
libraries in the borough. Charges 
have gone up from £11 per hour to 
£15. 

One group has now found a new 
venue where it pays less than half 
what it was spending at the library. 

The Dudley and Great Bridge Spir¬ 
itualist Church has moved to the 
former Sons of Rest building in the 
Paradise Centre, Buffery Street. 

It now pays £7 an hour, meaning 
more money can go towards provid¬ 
ing refreshments for members. 

Council spokeswoman Katherine 
Finney said: “Prices have varied 
across venues but we are standardis¬ 
ing charges and bringing them in line 
with each other, depending on their 
size and facilities available.”

Choir members who 
seek greener fields 


A CHOIR of “ladies of a 
certain age” is sending 
out an SOS to boost its 
voices - after member¬ 
ship dwindled to just 
eight singers. 

The Greenfield Singers, 
founded in 1990, at one time 
swelled to around 23 
women. 

But over recent years, the 
number has plummeted as 
members have moved away, 
become ill or died. 

Despite being a little thin on 
the ground, the Stourbridge- 
based group recently won the 
Marguerite Hodson Cup for the 
best choir at Dudley Music Fes¬ 
tival, beating off groups who 
were much younger and larger 
in number. 

They are a loyal bunch — most 
of the eight remaining singers 
and their musical director and 


accompanist have been with the 
choir for many years and they 
meet every Monday afternoon 
at the Baptist Church in 
Hanbury Hill, Stourbridge. 

But they are desperate for 
more members - and are now 
appealing for local women, of 
any age, to join them. 

Founder and musical director 
June Hartley, aged 79, of West- 
head Road, Cookley, near Kid¬ 
derminster, said: “All they need 
is to be able to sing in tune - 
we’ll do the rest.” 

She added: “We are about to 
come of age — the choir was 
founded 21 years ago this 
autumn. 

“During the 1990s we built up 
to around 23 members and we 
used to perform concerts around 
the area. 

“But we’re now down to two 
alto voices and six sopranos and 
would like more of each. 

“We still sing for pensioners’

groups, at hospices and so on 
and, to us, winning the Dudley 
Music Festival cup was like 
being on the X Factor. 

“We exploded afterwards - we 
were just over the moon.” 

Amused 

The choir grew from singing 
lessons that June used to run 
from her former home in Hagley 
and among her pupils was Pat 


Murray, of Church Road, 
Oldswinford, Stourbridge, who 
is still a member at the age of 85. 

“It was my husband, Keith, 
who gave us the name Green¬ 
field Singers because, in those 
days, we used to rehearse in 
New Hall at Greenfield Primary 
School,” said Pat. 

In its 19902 heyday the choir 
performed at venues including 
Worcester Cathedral, Hunting¬ 
don Hall, Worcester, and at 
Birmingham Tattoo. 

The eight remaining choir 
members were amused to find 
that their total age is 588 years, 
an average of 73 and a half.

THE new mayor of Dudley has vowed to 
look to the future while being inspired 
by the past. 

One of Councillor Michael Evans’s main 
aims is to support local businesses - by 
working alongside the authority’s new 
leader Les Jones. 

But during his year in office he will also be 
thinking of his late niece Jenny, who died of 
leukaemia aged 20. Her death in 1989 
shocked her family but has led Councillor 
Evans to support leukaemia charities ever 
since. And now he has the opportunity to 
help even more. 

He hopes events during his mayoral year 
will raise thousands of pounds for the 
Georgina Unit at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital - where Jenny was treated. 

He said: “The treatment she received at 
Russells Hall was fantastic but that was at a 
time where there wasn’t the level of technol¬ 
ogy available that they have now. 

“She had to go to the Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital in Birmingham to have a bone marrow 
transplant. But the unit is fantastic now and 
the work they do is brilliant.” 

Concerns 

Councillor Evans, a Conservative who rep¬ 
resents Sedgley ward, served as deputy 
mayor last year. 

He was named as this year’s mayor in a 
ceremony at Dudley’s Council House, taking 
over from Councillor Peter Miller. 

The father-of-two, of Dumbleberry 
Avenue, Sedgley, wants to work closely with 
local businesses to see how they can be 
helped in the current economic downturn. 

He said: “I aim to visit and talk to as many 
local businesses as possible and sit down 
with the new leader to see how we can help 
them and look at their concerns. 

“It’s going to be a very busy year but I’m 
very much looking forward to it.” 

The 71-year-old has served as a councillor 
for 11 years and has been cabinet member for 
both housing and children’s services. 

The other good cause he will support this 
year is the Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and 
Families Association, which helps ex-ser¬ 
vicemen and women who have been injured 
in conflict. Councillor Evans and his wife of 
46 years, Glenys, have two sons aged 40 and 
44, and two grandsons, Taylor, aged four, 
and Parker, eight.

NHS Dudley’s board 
meeting heard last week- 
that Dudley is almost 
certain to fail to achieve 
the reduction it is aiming 
for in the next four to five 
years 

Director of public 
health Valerie Little said: 
“We are on a rising curve 
for alcohol-related hospi¬ 
tal admissions and we 
aim to put in actions to 
damp down that rise.” 

Ms Little added that 
NHS Dudley staff would 
be talking to supermar¬ 
kets and other outlets in 
areas identified as “hot 
spots” for drinking.

Lane in Dudley along the canal 
through Bumble Hole Nature Reserve 
on the Sandwell border to the Gorsty 
Hill Tunnel in Old Hill. 

Luke, aged 27, has designed all the 
artworks, which include highly deco¬ 
rative signs and Midtherm Laser Ltd 
are cutting the shapes from the metal. 

The trail, which has been funded by 
Community Spaces, is set to open on 
July 31. 


Council is 
spending 
£50,000 on 
new cars 

CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Council is 
forking out more than £50,000 on new cars 
despite slashing budgets and hundreds of jobs. 

Seven brand new Nissan Note cars have been 
added to a pool of vehicles for staff, each costing 
£7,500. 

Bosses have defended the move, saying it will save 
money in the long run as it will avoid having to pay 
staff mileage costs. But critics said the purchase was 
unnecessary and an “insult” to staff at a time the 
authority is axing 520 jobs. 

The latest spend on vehicles comes after the 
authority said it planned to pay £500,000 for a fleet 
of electric cars and charging points, although these 
plans are currently on hold. 

Mileage 

It follows a decision to cut mileage claims for staff 
from 65p to 45p in a bid to save £1 million a year, a 
decision which caused uproar among workers, with 
some threatening to walk out. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain said by increasing 
its car pool, currently 43 vehicles, it will save money 
and prevent wear and tear on workers’ cars. 

Brian Rickers, spokesman for union Unite said: 
“The council says that buying more pool cars will 
save money but I don’t see how. It isn’t just the initial 
cost, but tax, insurance and fuel. Spending this 
money is another insult to staff at this difficult 
time.” 

The council faces £31m of cuts in 2011/12. 

Kick start for training 

A £1.8 MILLION Black Country training pro¬ 
gramme to help get hundreds of unemployed young 
people into work has been announced. 

The two-year programme called Kick Start Gold 
will target 1,000 14 to 19-year-olds currently not in 
education, employment or training. 

The Black Country Training Group, at Taylors 
Lane, Oldbury, has secured £1.8 million from the 
Skills Funding Agency. Chris Luty, director, said: 
“The aim is that it gives young people a kick start 
back into learning which will then lead to a place at 
college, an apprenticeship or employment.”

Police cuts - crooks 
will be rubbing their 
hands with glee, 
says retired officer

AN EX-POLICEMAN 
who walked the beat in 
the Black Country for 30 
years says he fears cut¬ 
backs have made 
poking the area a 
harder job than ever. 

Bryan Connor, aged 54, 
worked as a constable in 
Sandwell, at Smethwick, 
Oldbury, Old Hill and West 
Bromwich police stations. 

The father-of-three read 
sections from his book of 
memoirs, entitled Voices from 
a Blue Box, Tales from a Black 
Country Copper at the new 
Jack Judge Library in 
Oldbury last month. 

The book features a series of 
short stories about the enter¬ 
taining, sometimes bizarre 
and often humorous situations 
he found himself in. They are 
taken from notes he made 
through the years. 

Mr Connor, of Sedgley Road 
East, Dudley, said: “I was 
inspired to take the notes 
during the miners’ strike of 
1984 when Pc Steve Pulaski 
and myself were patrolling a 
lane near Coventry looking for 
pickets from Yorkshire. 

“Having time to kill I retold 
my tales to Steve, who found 
them entertaining and was 
the first person to encourage 
me to record them for poster¬ 
ity.” 

Mr Connor has been making 
notes ever since. Stories 
include his traumatic first 


post mortem as a junior officer 
and the problems faced polic¬ 
ing major incidents like foot¬ 
ball matches. 

One tale recalls a veteran 
constable who, while suppos¬ 
edly off work sick, was spotted 
acting as a snooker referee on 
television. 

Another story tells of a bus 
driver who regularly used to 
steal Double Decker chocolate 
bars. 

Voices from a Blue Box is 
available in bookstores now. 

Meanwhile, asked about the 
current policing situation the 
increase in knives and guns on 
the streets andreductions in 
officer numbers has impacted 
on the police. 

Nonsense 

He said: “It is very danger¬ 
ous out there on the street 
now. 

“I also think the job is not 
appreciated by the public like 
it was when I first started. 

“There is nothing like a 
bobby on the beat to get to 
know an area. 

“I used to know the name of 
every landlord in my area but 
I’m not sure it would be the 
same now. 

“I became disenchanted 
with the cutbacks before I left 
last year. 

“It is nonsense to say crime 
won’t be affected by reducing 
officer numbers, criminals will 
be rubbing their hands 
together with glee.”

Give the 
killer 
beetle 
red card

LILIES in pots should be 
developing flower buds ready to 
burst into perfumed bloom at the 
next warm spell of weather. 

Unfortunately lilies in most parts of 
England, Wales and the lowlands of 
Scotland are now prey to the 
dreaded scarlet lily beetle that eats 
leaves and buds disfiguring the plant 
and weakening its growth. 

Before you see the adults with 
their distinctive red wing coverings 
you may notice the highly disguised 
grubs. These sap-sucking pests hide 
themselves away beneath a black 
covering of their own excrement so 
they look like a lump of dirt sitting on 
the lily leaves. 

Luckily there are systemic insecti¬ 
cides available that will control both 
larvae and adults. Simply spray the 
plant foliage with BugClear Ultra 
Gun!

New mower may 
cut work time 


Why not invest in a new 
mower to ensure your 
lawn gets cut evenly, 
sharply and without 
mashing the grass blades?

THE team behind West Midlands 
Police’s £4.5 million helicopter have 
been lifting the lid on its operations. 

The new aircraft, which came into 
service in August last year, has already 
attended almost 4,000 call-outs. 

And the unit that runs it has now 
launched its own feed on social network 
site Twitter in a bid to give followers up to 
the minute updates on the helicopter’s 
work and see the policing operations it is 


involved with. The page already has more 
than 1,000 followers and has received pos¬ 
itive feedback from the general public.

The helicopter, which reaches speeds of 
160mph uses specialist thermal imaging 
technology to conduct searches, which are 
so accurate it can detect devices as small as 
mobile telephones. 

Since its operation it has already helped 


in the recovery of £lm worth of property. 
Assistant Chief Constable Garry Forsyth 
said it allows the staff of a civilian pilot and 
two officers to conduct searches of areas in 
minutes. 

Head of operations Sgt Dave Mitchell 
said: “This is one of the most advanced air¬ 
craft in the world. The things it can do are 
quite incredible. We can find a mobile 
phone which someone has dropped on the 
ground from way up in the sky.” 

One of the helicopter’s 
crew is 38-year-old Pc Matt 
Holder, from Tamworth. 
He said: “It’s just like being 
in a patrol car. You just 
have a better view.” 

Since August the heli¬ 
copter has attended 3,923 
incidents in 1,592 flights. 

It has been responsible 
for 218 direct arrests and 
has assisted in 161 arrests 
and located 22 missing 
people and 62 vehicles. 

Recent activity high¬ 
lighted on the Twitter site 
included details of a laser 
pen pointed at the aircraft 
as it responded to a report 
of a stolen vehicle at 3 am 
on Wednesday. 

The beam was traced to 
a house in Langley in 
Sandwell and a 17-year- 
old was arrested.

It said it was necessary 
to streamline the service 
by making cuts and 
defended the decision to 
bring in independent 
consultants, claiming its 
own staff did not have the 
specialist knowledge 
needed.

Badham, cabinet 

member for children and 
families, said: “The 
council utilises consult¬ 
ants to provide skills 
which it does not employ 
in house and this piece of 
work required detailed 
specialist knowledge of 
youth services, residen¬ 
tial centres and council 
finance.”

Plan in pipeline for 
a bigger car park 


DETAILED plans for a £4 million 
development to more than double 
the size of a park and ride scheme 
at Rowley Regis railway station 
will be drawn up within month, 
says passenger transport author¬ 
ity Centro. 

The project to create 480 new spaces 
is being revisited after being put on ice 
in last financial year due to lack of 
funding but Centro says it is a “prior¬ 
ity” and has bought land off Station 
Road. 

Steve Swingler, of Centro, said: “We 
should start drawing plans up in 
August and that is when we will estab¬ 
lish what each part involved will cost.” 

Work at the station was due to start 
this financial year but was hit by cuts. 

Alongside those plans was a £1.2 
million extension of the Wednesbury 
Parkway Midland Metro stop, which 
would add 128 spaces on top of the 142 
already in place. Passengers had also 


hoped for more parking at Tame 
Bridge Parkway railway station. All 
three car parks are regularly full, with 
passengers forced to park on the pave¬ 
ment. Bosses have said proposals for 
Wednesbury Parkway or Tame Bridge 
Parkway were “under evaluation”. 

Negotiations to buy land surround¬ 
ing Wednesbury Parkway, Leabrook 
Road, are still under way. 

Private 

Centro bosses are also considering 
long-term options to expand the park 
and ride at Cradley Heath railway 
station in light of a private develop¬ 
ment opposite. 

The former site of steel factory AS 
Rolling Mills was due to be turned into 
40 apartments but until the economic 
climate picks up, Hagley-based Sel- 
bourne Homes has been given plan¬ 
ning permission to turn the site into a 
136-space parking spot for com¬ 
muters.

The high price of policing football

TAXPAYERS in the West Mid¬ 
lands are being billed hundreds of 
thousands of pounds each season 
for the policing of Premier League 
football matches. 

Data obtained from West Midlands 
Police under Freedom of Information 
laws shows that the force estimated it 
cost £1.14 million to police the home 
fixtures of Aston Villa and West 
Bromwich Albionduring the 2008/9 
season.. 

However, it was only reimbursed 
£875,655, made up of £567,132 from 
Villa and £308,523 from Albion - the 
region’s only two top flight clubs at the 
time - leaving a shortfall of £266, 111. 

Clubs only have to pay back the 
“footprint” policing costs incurred 
inside their ground and on their prop¬ 
erty. 

The rest — “consequential” costs - 
such as the policing of railway sta¬ 
tions, city centres and pubs near 
grounds where fans may gather on 
match day comes from police budgets. 

Figures obtained for last season - 
2009/10 - show West Midlands Police

recovered £1.23 million for policing 
the home games of Wolves, Aston Villa 
and Birmingham City. Albion were not 
in the Premier League that season. 
This is an increase of 40 per cent on 
the previous season because of an 
extra West Midlands club in the top 
flight. 

If the policing costs outside the foot¬ 
ball clubs’ premises went up by the 
same ratio, the taxpayer bill would be 


an estimated £372,555. West Mid¬ 
lands MP Aidan Burley says it is time 
Premier League clubs paid the polic¬ 
ing bill in full. “Ordinary hard 
working taxpayers must be asking 
themselves why they are subsidising 
Premiership football clubs, who can 
afford to pay their players millions of 
pounds a year in salaries,” he says. 
“These so called ‘consequential costs’ 
are simply business costs incurred by 


the clubs whilst making vast profits. 
Why should we continue to subsidise 
this multi-billion pound global indus¬ 
try? Given these tough economic 
times, its time the Premiership stood 
on its own two feet - and covered all 
the costs of policing their industry,” he 
adds. 

It follows January’s record-break¬ 
ing bout of spending by clubs which 
totalled £225m — during a period of 


belt-tightening across the rest of 
Britain. 

West Midlands Police is being forced 
to make savings of £125m, Stafford¬ 
shire Police £39m and West Mercia 
Police £10m as Government funding 
for the police service is cut by 20 per 
cent in real terms by 2014-15. 

Police charge football clubs £56.39 
per hour for the deployment of a police 
constable, £65.62 per hour for every 
sergeant and £66.47 for every inspec¬ 
tor. 

Games are usually policed by a 
number of police support units (PSU) 
comprising 21 police constables, three 
sergeants and one inspector, making 
the total cost of a PSU £8,684 for an 
average six hour match-day shift. 
Each fixture is categorised depending 
on crowd size, the time of day a game 
is being played and fans’ behaviour 
records. 

This ranges from club steward (CS) 
only which requires no policing to low 
risk (category A); medium risk (cate¬ 
gory B); high risk (category C) and 
finally category C with increased risk 
- usually derbies and clubs where 
there is a history of crowd trouble. 

A maximum of two PSUs on average 


are deployed to low risk matches, 
three to medium risk games, four to 
those considered high risk and four or 
more to those with an increased risk. 

The categories and number of offi¬ 
cers/hours are agreed with individual 
clubs at the start of the season. 

West Midlands clubs spent more 
than £1.6 million on policing at 
matches last season. Aston Villa spent 
£509,913; Birmingham City, 
£368,217; Wolves, £348,415; Albion, 
£231,557 and Walsall, £41,002. 

In 2008/09, the total was £1.8 
million, Villa spending £567,132; 
Birmingham, £360,738; Wolves, 
£324,111; Albion, £308,523; Walsall, 
£42,866. The costliest matches in the 
2009/10 season were the local derbies 
between Wolves, Villa and Birming¬ 
ham and when Molineux and St 
Andrew’s played host to Manchester 
United, and City played Stoke. 

Inspector Howard Lewis-Jones, 
from West Midlands Police force’s foot¬ 
ball unit, says: “We are keen to make 
sure that we don’t over-police fixtures. 
We need to get it right to manage the 
risk and not just throw resources at it 
because obviously we are taking 
resources away from other policing.”

Lady Gaga Born This Wav. 

The New York pop phenomena will 
fix herself in the firmanent of 
stardom with this relentless, dance 
beat-driven album which is full to the 
brim with future hits. 

Singer and songwriter, perform¬ 
ance artist, outre fashion icon and 
self-created ga-ddess, the success 
of the Monster Ball album has only 
encouraged her to become more 
outrageous and she is fully aware 
that she is baiting what used to be 
called the ‘moral majority’. 

She uses religious references 
(Jesus and Judas get plenty of 
namechecks) alongside the lipstick, 
high heels and whisky breath lyrics. 

She shouldn’t worry, angry 
preachers can’t burn downloads on 
a bonfire like they once did Beatles 
records. 

It’s all part of her outsider image, 
her rallying cry to the misfits. She 
must have studied Bowie and 
Madonna. 

Gaga has basically hijacked 
Madonna’s act and, on the anthemic 
title track, her sound too in a song 
that surely shares it’s DNA with 
Madonna’s Express Yourself. 

Caused 

But she also stays true to her club¬ 
land roots with almost every track 
having a hammering dance tune 
packing piercing synths and robotic 
rhythms. 

Judas and the album’s title track 
have already caused a stir but there 
are several other potential monster 
hits here, such as Road To Love, the 
Latino stomper Americano and Bad 
Kids. 

Gaga does often lack subtlety, 
shows a worrying new tendency 
toward ‘rawk’ guitar licks and 
cheesy sax, and can write a clunky 
lyric (‘twit’ being perhaps the last 
word you would expect to find in a 
Gaga song). 

Resistence is futile to her catchy 
hybrid of dance and pop because 
these songs will win you over or 
send you ga-ga. 

But the biggest surprise is saved 
for last. On You And I she has 
created a classic rock ballad in the 
Lynyrd Skynyrd mode, with Brian 
May style guitar. It will be this 
album’s biggest monster.

Fleet Foxes 

Helplessness Blues. 

The Seattle folk rock band’s 
second album has the group’s dis¬ 
tinctive timeless sound with songs 
driven by close harmonies but feels 
less of a band record. 

The core of these songs were 
written by Robin Pecknold for a solo 
project and have that personal feel, 
almost like a song cycle exploring 
notions of self worth and finding 
your place in the world. 

But it does coax a fine vocal per¬ 
formance from Pecknold, investing 
these songs with real passion, espe¬ 
cially on the raw, introspective title 
track and and the almost mystical 
The Shrine. Other highlights include 
Montezuma, Bedouin Dress and Sim 
Sala Bim, which pefectly distill the 
shiversome beauty of Fleet Foxes, 


as if the Beach Boys had been 
reborn as a backwoods folk band. 

Fleet Foxes have a gig at Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic Hall on June 23. 

Seasick Steve - You Can’t 

Teach An Old Dog New Tricks. 

The bearded bluesman celebrates 
his 70th year with is most commer¬ 
cial album yet, and it is also one of 
his best. The sound is fuller, with a 
peerless rhythm section featuring 
his regular drummer Dan Magnus- 
son plus former Led Zeppelin 
bassist John Paul Jones. 

The pulse of the album are boogie 
blues numbers propelled by his 
three-string ‘trance’ guitar or cigar 
box guitar. But Steve also shows a 
more poignant side on Treasures 
(which features fiddle) and Long 
Long Way, Johnny Cash-like 
country/folk songs which bookend 
the album. 

The Pierces - You & I 

Gorgeous easy-on-the-ear soft 
rock from a pair of sisters from Birm¬ 
ingham, Alabama, who sound like 
they should be Californian. 

If there was another ‘summer of 
love’ this album’s Glorious should be 
it’s anthem. I doubt we will hear a 
song more joyful and celebratory 
this year. 

This fourth album, surely their 
breakthrough, also features the 
Fleetwood Mac-ish tracks You’ll Be 
Mine and It Will Not Be Forgotten. 
Other influences include Crosby, 
Stills, Nash and Young, The Eagles 
and Carole King. 

Old fashioned, yes but that 
doesn’t stop this being a lovely 
album. 

The Pierces top the bill at The 
Library at HMV Institute, Birming¬ 
ham, on June 12.

As you would expect she finished 
with Tinseltown in The Rain after what, 
by other concert standards was quite 
short being on stage for about and 
hour and quarter, although there is no 
doubt the crowd went away happy. 

This tour will be a good way for 
Andrea to re-establish herself as big 
name in the pop world but the real test 
will come when she puts together an 
album of her own work, something to 
look forward to.

Four jailed 
for series of 
van thefts 

FOUR MEN have been jailed for their part in 
a conspiracy to steal tens of thousands of 
pounds of cigarettes and tobacco from delivery 
vans across the West Midlands.

THIS MONTH sees a facelifted 
Peugeot 308 in the showrooms 
which also brings a boost in fuel 
efficiency and low 002 emissions. 

And what an attractive package this 
popular car is. 

The 308 was first launched in September 
2007 and was the first of Peugeot’s new “8” 
generation cars. More than 89,000 have 
been sold in the UK alone and Peugeot is 
confident its success will continue with the 
second incarnation. 

Peugeot as a brand is really changing and 
the 308 arrives with the latest styling ele¬ 
ments from the marque -

already seen on the 508 and the SRI 
Concept Car. On the outside, the design has 
been sharpened up with a new look at the 
front, which is sharply raked and has the 
latest LED headlamps and daytime running 
lights to give the new 308 an elegant and 
modern look. 

Inside, the design has also been updated, 
bringing it right up to date. 

It is available in three body styles - Hatch¬ 
back, CC and SW, and four multi-model trim 
levels; Access, SR, Active and Allure. A 
range-topping hatchback and CC THP 200 
model will arrive later this year in a single GT 
trim level.

remote locking and six airbags. 

But it is really under the metal shell that the 
biggest changes come with the introduction 
of more efficient engines and Peugeot’s 
innovative micro-hybrid e-HDi stop and start 
technology.

The best among these is the 1.6-litre e- 
HDi hatchback, with 112bhp and stop 
and start fitted as standard.

Peugeot’s micro-hybrid e-HDi stop and 
start is the latest generation technology (it is 
also available in the recently launched 508) 
and combined with Peugeot’s class-leading 
1.6-litre HDi FAP 112 Euro5 diesel reduces 
C02 emissions to 98g/km. 

And that gives the 308 the lowest emis¬ 
sions in its segment and something 
company car drivers are giving great impor¬ 
tance to when they choose their cars. 

The stop and start system means the car 
engine automatically switches off at idle and 
restarts the moment you put it back into 
gear or release the brake. 

You get around 15 per cent reduction in 
fuel consumption with this as well, which 
will please most bank balances. 

This engine option will also be available 


with either a six-speed 
manual gearbox or a six-speed 
electronically- controlled manual gearbox 
(EGC). 

To ensure the New Peugeot 308 is as envi¬ 
ronmentally efficient as possible all other 
factors affecting C02 emissions have been 
optimised: 

• Overall weight reduced by 25kg on 
average on all models. 

• New 16in ultra-low rolling resistance 
tyres. 

• Optimisation of all engine options (VTi, 
THP petrol and HDi diesel engines to Euro5).

SPARE a moment’s thought for Saab. It’s a car company that 
enjoys almost universal respect. When was the last time you heard 
someone have a go at a Saab product or a Saab driver? 

It’s a combination of Swedish origins and a reluctance to follow the 
crowd, and products that don’t slavishly follow the fickle finger of fashion 
hold a certain appeal. 

Not that Saab is a company that will ignore its customers. The recently updated 
9-5 received some detailed tweaks in response to customer feedback, and now 
there’s a whole new car that arguably meets a need - Saab has decided to go soft- 
roading with the 9-4X, writes Matt Joy. 

The ‘X’ suffix indicates 


four-wheel drive and off¬ 
road capability, and 
however modest it is, 
most owners will rarely 
trouble more than a raised 
kerb. 

That makes it more of a 
crossover, a tag that Saab 
is happy for the 9-4X to 
wear and in doing so it 
takes on a host of 
premium rivals. 

Unlike some of those 
rivals the 9-4X success¬ 
fully transplants the family 
DNA on to the SUV tem¬ 
plate. It shares many of its 
styling cues with the 9-5 
saloon, including the ice- 
block headlights, three- 
piece grille and full width 
rear reflector. 

It also has the “floating

roof” design, created by having a wide 
rear pillar and blacked-out front pillars. 

For a class of car that is often 
regarded as a little unsubtle or ostenta¬ 
tious, the 9-4X manages to look suitably 
tough without inviting invective from 
other road users. 

A modest climb into the cabin reveals 
a layout that again follows a sound mix 
of practicality and style. 

Function 

Anyone familiar with the inside of a 9- 
5 will be at home here, as the 9-4X 
carries over much of the dashboard’s 
design and function. 

That’s no bad thing however, as 
Saabs have always had a firm eye on the 
need for good ergonomics and a few 
miles behind the wheel confirms that 
everything is as it should be. 

Space is certainly not in short supply 
either. Those up front enjoy the tradi¬ 
tional high-riding SUV seating position, 
but even in the back the view out is very 
good. Heads and legs will be able to 
stretch out, and because the 9-4X is a 
five-seater only, luggage space is not a 
problem. 

The boot is one of many places that 
show the clever and practical design, as 
it uses a clever under-floor storage com¬ 
partment to stow the metal boot 
divider - another smart feature. 

There are stacks of cubby holes, 
double door-bins, a huge glovebox and 
a cup holder with two levels to suit dif¬ 
ferent sizes of cup - this is clearly a cabin 
that benefits from plenty of forethought. 

In terms of its mechanical make-up, 
the 9-4X shows its focus on the Ameri¬ 
can market. 

Saab’s XWD system is fitted as stan¬ 
dard, putting drive to all four wheels, 
while under the bonnet there is the 2.8- 
litre twin turbocharged V6 already seen 
in the 9-5 mated to a six-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox. 

With just the one engine option at 
present, diesel fans will have to look 
elsewhere although there are a number 


of diesel powerplants in other Saabs 
that would do just fine. 

In the meantime however, the V6 turbo 
gives the kind of performance expected 
of a 300bhp powerplant. 

With the Drive Sense system set in 
Eco mode, the 9-4X maximises 
economy by reducing the sharpness of 
the throttle response and makes the 
gearbox shift into high gears early. 

That works fine at lower speeds but on 
the open road Comfort or Sport modes 
demonstrate the full performance. 

It may not be the absolute fastest of 
the compact SUVs but it’s hard to 
imagine needing something quicker on 
the road. 

There’s a good balance between 
comfort and handling in terms of the 
suspension too, again helped by the 
Drive Sense system which electronically 
adjusts damper setting to the driver’s 
needs. 

Fraction 

The 20-inch wheels certainly con¬ 
tribute to a ride that is a fraction firmer 
than most, but few buyers would find 
fault with comfort levels. 

On the flip side the 9-4X is happy to be 
hustled through a series of bends, giving 
little indication of its size and weight. 

The 9-4X has few downsides - 
inevitably the petrol engine is relatively 
thirsty compared to diesel rivals, but to 
a degree this is offset by the very gener¬ 
ous standard specification. 

Just one model in the range comes 
complete with satellite navigation, a 
Bose audio system with 10GB hard 
drive and DAB radio, electric front seats 
with heating and cooling, keyless entry 
and a rear-view camera all as standard. 

With prices likely to put it between 
premium rivals and more mainstream 
offerings, the Saab 9-4X will meet the 
needs of many while also appealing to 
those with a streak of individuality. 

The introduction of a powerful diesel 
option would offer a real threat to the 
best in the class.
